Fernando Jones, one of the old timers 
of Chicago, who is still to be seen in act- 
ive duty on the streets of the city, told 
this story: 

"There was a lawyer who lived In Chi- 
cago in 1855 who had a funny experience 
in settling a debt which he had Incurred

At the ex 
piration of that time the lawyer had 
made no headway. He went to the sec- 
ond floor and borrowed $10 from the 
Judge in the room on the South side of 
the hall, on the same old condition. 
When that time had expired the lawyer 
borrowed $10 from the Judge on the 
North side of the hall and paid off the 
Judge on the South side of the hall. The 
next week the lawyer was still short, and 
going to the clerk on the first floor he 
borrowed $10 and paid the Judge on the 
second floor from whom he had bor 
rowed. When the time came tor the 
lawyer to pay the clerk he was harder up 
than ever. In his dire extremity be went 
to the Sheriff. This was bis stopping 
place on that side of the building. The 
Sheriff loaned him the money on condi- 
tion that he pay it back in two weeks. 
The day before the last indebtedness be 
came due the Sheriff died, and as there 
was no record of the loan, and no wit 
nesses, the lawyer quit hustling. He 
was even, and hadn't lost a cent. But he 
told me afterward that he never borrowed 
another dollar.

Flames Suddenly Sweep Through 
a Hotel Building. 



An Exploding Lamp Starts the Fire in 
the Dead of Night. 



Skattlk, Wash... Oct 89.— A fire 
which resulted in the death of at least 
13 persons and the injury of three 
more, broke out In the West street 
house, at Columbia and West streets 
about 1 o'clock Saturday morning. 

At 3 o'clock the Are was under con- 
trol, and an investigation of the ruins 
was made. 

All dead were burned bevond recog- 
nition, and the coroner decided to al- 
low the bodies to remain where they 
were, in hopes that the proprietor of 
the house could identify them by their 
locntion by means of the hotel regis- 
ter, which was saved. The names 
broke mil so suddenly and so fiercely 
that the occupants of the building 
were taken by surprise, and there was 
a wild pnnic, men and women jumping 
from the windows in their night 
clothes. An explosion was heard in 
the kitchen in the rear part of the sec- 
ond story, by S. F. Butler, a son of the 
proprietor, and immediately the flames 
began to spread rapidly. 

Ilutler raised a cry of fire, which 
roused the guests with whom the 
1CTBM wits crowded, and a stampede 
or life followed. The flames were 
ilreii.lv rushing through the long, 
larrow halls. Finding, exit by the 
fairways cut off, the people began to 
Irop from the windows on both 
ides of the building, the flames 
losely following them.

Wii.kksbabkf,. Pa., Oct 29.— A das- 
tsrdly outrage was perpetrated at Flat 
Rock Sunday morning, wherein it was 
premeditated by the scoundrels to sac- 
rifice fifty or sixty lives by sending 
them into eternity with a force of dyna- 
mite. The motive was undoubtedly 
robbery, and it resulted in the instant 
death of three Hungarians, while a 
large number were injured, eight of 



McDonald A Sayre, railroad con- 
tractors, are building a second track of 
sevtn miles on the Lehigh Valley cut 
oft, and, at a point one mile from Fair- 
view, In the wilds of Wllkeabarre 
mountain, a Hungarian camp was lo- 
cated, which was presided over by 
Mike UrklowlU and wife The camp 
consisted of a rough building thirty 
feet square, constructed in the midst 
of a thicket of scrub oaks beside the 
track. During the night, as is always 
the custom, three of the sixty Hunga- 
rian boarders, men and women, sHt up 
on watch, and were whiling away the 
time playing cards. 

Some time during the night a party 
of desperadoes secured a battery and 
brought it to the railroad track in 
front of the oamp and connected it 
with a wire, completing a circuit to 
each corner of the camping house. A 
tool cheat standing near by was broken 
open, from which were taken a num- 
ber 0* dynamite sticks, which were 
distributed beneath the building. The 
circuit completed, it was but a mo- 
ment's work to turn on the battery 
setting off the dynamite. 

However, in the haste with which 
the miscreants worked, they made a 
faulty connection at the battery, and 
when it was turned on but one, and 
certainly not more than two, of the 
dynamite sticks exploded. Frank No- 
voko, who was one of the party play- 
ing cards on the first floor, was instant- 
ly killed, both legs being blown off at 
the knee. 

The building totally OoUafMd and 
was shivered into slivers, excepting 
one-half of the roof, which sank in, 
partially covering the debris. The two 
other men at the card table were 
scarcely injured, while the others, 
killed and injured, met their fate from 
the collapse of the building. 

Occurring, as It did, tie fore daybreak, 
the condition of the unfortunate for- 
eigners was deplorable, and in their 
frenzied condition they knew not 
which way to turn or how to act. The 
force of the explosion was so great 
that the earth was torn up abort the 
site of the camp, and their effects, in 
the way of baggage, cooking utensils, 
etc., were scattered in every direction. 

As is the custom of the Hungarians, 
those that were uninjured commenced 
collecting their shattered goods and 
chattels, and by noon a large number 
of the men had prepared to take their 
departure, having no concern and pay- 
ing no attention to their dead and in- 
jured countrymen.
